Herewith is reproduced a timely editorial taken from the 
Minneapolis Journal. 
It deals with tire pertinent subject of rail­ 
roads ar.d is enlightening in the way of explaining taxes paid 
by this method of transportation. 
I he treasurer of Walsh County, North Dakota, reports 
that he has received about one hundred thousand dollars this 
mon Ti in taxes from the three railroads traversing that county, 
but that he has not been able to collect a single dollar as yet from 
the truck and bus lines operating within its borders. 
is an object lesson for the traveling and shipping 
ot so easily seen in Minnesota, because the entire 
> paid into the State treasury and used for general 
wa:Ie the taxes on motor vehicles go into the j 
y fund. 
Yet the gross earnings tax on railroads 
plays a Dig part in the tax economy of Minnesota. 
It is equiva­ 
lent to almost four miles of levy on real and personal property, 
and the decrease registered in the last year or two has caused 
part of the increase in direct State taxes. 
Mot or buses have taken the short passenger hauls, and 
have forced the abandonment of many local trains. 
This has 
been felt by mary communities, but their complaints against the 
abbreviated services are useless because they are responsible, 
themselves. 
They have not patronized the trains, and trains 
cannot run continuously at a loss. 
The same thing is true of truck lines. 
B oh these motor­ 
ized services have cut down train service, resulted in laying off 
many train crews, and have lessened community buying power.
